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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Res tri c ti ons 

1. Applicant's election of Group II, claims 2-6 in the reply 
filed on 4/11/06 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1 and 7 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
4/11/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Petrov et al. (US-419) . 
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US 6,653,419 to Petrov et al. discloses a method of 
producing fluorinated epoxides and a method of 
incorporating a fluoroalchol functional group into a 
polymer as a pendant group. The resultant products are 
taught to having utilities in photoresist such as 
lithographic photoresist at low UV wavelengths (see 
abstract) . Specifically, prior art teaches reacting a 
fluorinated epoxide with an ethylenically unsaturated 
compound containing substituent X to produce an 
ethylenically unsaturated comonomer containing the 
structure -XCH 2 C(Rf) (Rf')OH, wherein X can be a sulfur atom 
and CH 2 embraces the instant R 1 within the scope of the 
instant claims. The subsequent polymerization of a reaction 
mixture comprising the resultant ethylenically unsaturated 
comonomer, containing the structure -XCH 2 C (Rf ) (Rf ' ) OH, would 
expect to yield the instant copolymer product expressed in 
claim 3. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art to select X=S, motivated by the reasonable 
expectation of success. The instant product by process 
claim 2 is rejected over prior art product because the 
copolymer product appears to be substantially identical or 
obvious from a product of the prior art. The burden is upon 
the applicant to provide evidence that the prior art 
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product does not necessarily or inherently possess the 
relied upon characteristic s of applicant's claimed 
product .
